Would it be sound policy to guar- 
antee the price of wheat in Canada 
until June 1920, as has been done in 
the United States, on the basis of 
$2.24% per bushel, ort William’? 1 
think not; and, moreover, I think such 
a guarantee would not be in the best 
which can ard should be seryed in 
other ways. 

There is more wheat in the world 
today than can be used during the 


‘balance for the present crop year, for 


in that time it could not all be trans- 
ferred and distribuced even though 
need for it may exist, There will be 
a carryover to the crop year 1919-20 
of considerable proportions and with 
only_an average crop.in the exporting 
countries and not taking Russia and 
the Balkans into the account, there 
will undoubtedly be an exportable sur- 
plus next year somewhat larger than 
the greatest quantity of wheat and 
flour that ever moved in one year in 
international trade. But the United 
States Department or Agriculture ‘has 
just forecasted for that country a 
erop several hundreds of millions of 
bushels above the average, and the 
supply therefore seems abundantly 
assured, A price guarantee.must in- 
evitably make for production above 
the averaga, as it is now doing in the 
United States. A guarantee in Can- 
ada would tend to give us a maximum 
spring wheat acreage; and if both the 
Uniteu States afd Canada were com- 
mittdd to a fixed price basis. Austra- 
lia, the Argentine and India would 
see an opportunity to sell all they 
could produce at much higher price 
than they have been able to command 
during the past four years, Is it in 
the interest of worl) agriculture’ that 
a policy calculated to produce a sup- 
er abundance should be adopted? In 
particular, where does the interest of 
Canadian agriculture He? 
Ii! Balanced Production 

An increase in the acreage in wheat 
does not necessarily mean an 4dn- 
crease in the total acreage under 
crops of all kinds for greater produc- 
tion of one crop must nearty always 
be at the expense of other crops, In 
a very real sense there cannot pos- 
sibly be general overproduction in 
the world, but there 1s often ill bal- 
anced production that is the relative 
overproduction of particular com- 
modities to the serious disturbance of 
the whole commercial, Industrial and 
financial system. Can there be justi- 
fication for a policy the effect of 
which if it has any effect at all, can 
be clearly calculated beforehand to 
he relative overproduction of one agri- 
cultural commodity. wheat? 

History of the. Problem 

There is a history to. the problem 
of wheat prices. For the five years 
before the war.wheat prices were de- 
clining relatively to general prices, 
while prices of certain other agrictl- 
tural products were relatively appre- 
ciating. The total world’s produc- 
tion of wheat in this period was 16.5 
per cent greater than in the preced- 
ing five years, and the economic de- 
mand for wheat did not increase in 
proportion. During this pertod Can- 
ada exported on the average 96.561,000 
bushels of wheat and flour per year 
and the United States 104,967,000 bush- 
els the combined total representing 
$3.48 per cent of the world”s exports. 
During the four war years Canada's 
average exports have been 174,529,000 
bushel and the United States’. 227,- 
933,000 bushels; that is, the combined 
total was almost exactly double the 
prewar average, and if this quantity 
had bgen. exported during the five 
years before the war Canada and the 
United States would ‘have been sup- 
plying 66.33 per cent of the work's 
total exports. Is it probable Canada 
and the United States can hold two- 
thirds of the international trade in 
wheat and flour? Can they afford to 
sell in normal times at such prices 
that other exporting nations will give 
u one half the business they held be- 
fore the war? There are no signs of 
such imtention, Aystralia| the Argen- 
tine and India have been producing

FARMERS Ss VERY ANXIOUS 
; OVER WHEAT PRICES 


Last fall-wihen the farmers of the 
west were paying high prices for every- 
thing, ‘the people wer patting them- 
selves on the back when they were 
doing their fall plowing and getting 
ready for the Dig crop next spring, The 
United States government had assured 
the farmers south of the line that the 
price of wheat for net year would be 
the same as it had been this year, As it 
had been the custom of the government 
of this country to set its prices on a 
par with those south of us it"was nat- 
urally inferred that the fixed price 
would ‘be paid in the Dominion also, 

But the war came to an end—thank 
geodness—and then the farmers began 
to worry; and they are worrying yet. 

There has not been any set price for 
our wheat and if ‘some people can pre- 
vent it there will not be any. In fact 
nicely ‘written farticles fhave been 
written for the papers in which it 
predicted that there is going to be too 
much wheat next year anyway and it 
suggested that the Canadian farmers 
should go ‘heavier into livestock, That's 
alright, too, But what the hell will be 
the use of a section of plowed ground 
to a man who is gwing into live stock? 
He has paid a big price for everything 
he used when he was getting the land 
into shape for net spring and the only 
hope he has of getting ahead is to be 
assured that he will be vaid a good 
price for what ‘he can raise, 

On thousands of forms in Alberta 
the crop last season was practically 
a failure, The farmers were en- 
comuged to make preparations {for 
next year and ithey did; with the result 
that there has been a tremendous 
area prepared for work as soon as the 
spring opens. Now when the war 
over they are to -be let down. The 
money and time waich many of them 
spent +in the season of 1917-18 was 
1 total loss; because of 
It dooks as though there efforts for 
1928-9 cannot result in anything but 
failure, whether they get a crop or 
not, 


Wood, Weiller and MecCarihy  re- 
port: We look for a very good market 
after the New Year on all classés of 
cattle. There is going to be a big 
demand for stockers and feeders from 
the south, and we look for a real 
strong trade on them here, Stocker 
heifers will not meet such a good sale 
as the stocker steers as we figure that 
the bulk of the demand will 
stock to go south. Prices will ‘be about 
steady with before the holidays, best 
feeders selling as thigh as 10 1-2c, to 
11 cents per pound. and lighter cattle 
from 7 1-2 cents up. We look for 
good active market on all classes of 
feeder cattle. It is hard to teN at 


this time just what prices will be but ! 


we do not see how you Gan lose money 
on the market, 

Suart and Peterson will be shipping 
a car of cattle to W-nnipeg on Thurs- 
day and probably two ear to the Ed- 
monton market the same day, 


Ranchers have cause: to feel elated 
over the warm weather we are having 
at present, Cattle have required very 
little wintering so far, 
helped the feed problem to a consid- 
erable extent.
